Student lacerated in 
off-campus incident 


Investigations nto an 
apparent stabbing at a SAC off- 
campus site were dropped after 
the victim claimed it was an 
accident.

Then the alleged assailant 
pulled out a small knife, the 
student put his hands out tn 
front of him and he was cut. 


Despite the claims that it was 
only an accident, Bob Partridge, 
assistant dean of Safety and 
Security, still plans to beef up 
the security at SAHS. 


“If those situations occur, 
then | think we owe it to the 
Students’ safety to provide any 
additional security that ts 
possible,’ said Partridge. 


Partridge said the last time a 
student was accosted at an off- 
Campus site was six months 
ago.

Outside union agents 
‘unwanted’ at SAC 


A new faculty bargaining unit for the Rancho Santiago 
Community College District (RSCCD) is being organized by SAC 
instructors to recognize and represent their interests to the Board of 
Trustees. 

In early October, seven faculty members got together for an 
informal meeting to discuss forming a collective bargaining unit. 

The unit members include instructors Merlin Henry, Hal Buckey, 
Gary Teigen, Dan Hohneker, Leonard Marks, Tish Whitney and 
Gerald Ghelfi. 

Henry, a Business instructor, said that their objective was simply 
to provide a vehicle of communication between the Faculty 
Association, the Administration and the Board of Trustees. 

He also went on to say that after they form the new organization, 
they need to get the written approval of 51 per cent of the full- and 
part-time college faculty. 


After the approval, the Faculty Association would then submit a 
request to the Administration and Board of Trustees. 

Under the Rodda Bill (SB-160) that was passed last year, the 
present Faculty Senate cannot be a collective bargaining unit. 

The Faculty Assocation does not prefer any outside organization, 
such as the California Teacher's Association (CTA) or the American 
Federation of Teachers (AFT) to do their bargaining with the Board of 
Trustees. 

Outside agencies may not know or understand the problems, 
feelings and pains involved with the RSCCD, because they are not 
here to see the problems for themselves, according to many faculty 
members. 

Hohneker, an Economics instructor, felt that the Faculty 
Association has a good working relationship with the Board of 
Trustees, and he indicated that they see no reason why they should 
change 


Accounting instructor Buckey is very much in accord with 
Hohneker. He further pointed out that there is a legal problem 
involved. The faculty, under the present state law, must form a legal 
bargaining unit in order to be recognized by the Board of Trustees. 

Hohneker pointed out that this does not mean that the faculty 
would not at some future date join and become a member of an 
outside organization (i.e. CTA). 

‘However,’ Hohneker said, ‘‘we feel at the present it is not 
necessary to join an outside organization.” 


Robert Anderson, English instructor and president-elect of the 
Faculty Senate, feels that the new organization is a good idea. 

He added that instructors are the only major element of 
employees in the district who have not elected a bargaining agent. 


Anderson is not a unit member. ‘Being an officer of the Senate, it 
might compromise my position as president-elect by making the 
proposal to the Senate myself,” he said. 

However, now that the proposal has been made, Anderson has 
indicated his full support and will sign any petitions for the 
organization.

Freed: 
Lone assassins 
or conspirators? 


Author Donald Freed is convinced that the 
American public does not know the full story 
behind the assassinations of the Kennedys and 
Martin Luther King. 

Instead, Freed envisions a generation of 
conspiracies by a sinister power elite that has 
operated covertly in the U.S. from the McCarthy- 
Cold War era through Watergate to the present. 

Freed will offer his evidence in an open forum at 
SAC on Wednesday, Nov. 16 at 11 a.m. in Phillips 
Hall. The free lecture is open to the general public 
and a question-and-answer session will follow. 

The speech, entitled The Age of Conspiracies: 
The Public’s Right to Know, is sponsored by el 
DON and the SAC Journalism staff in association 
with ASSAC. 

Part of the presentation will include a screening 
of the controversial Zapruder Film depicting the 
moment when President John Kennedy was killed 
in the streets of Dallas in 1963. Freed believes that 
this movie and other such evidence not included in 
the Warren Commission’s report on the Kennedy 
assassination support the thesis that Lee Harvey 
Oswald did not act alone. 

Freed is the scriptwriter of the theatrical film 
Executive Action, which is a fictionalized version 
of the plot to murder JFK. He also has penned the 
book The Killing of RFK about the events of the 
shooting of Robert Kennedy in Los Angeles in 
1968. 


Much of Freed’s work, including the writing 
credits for Executive Action, have been done in 
conjunction with lawyer Mark Lane, Oswald's 
attorney and author of Rush to Judgment, an 
indictment of the Warren Commission's findings.

FORCE IS WITH HIM--Garden Grove resident 
Brian Scott will relate his experiences with 
mysterious orange balls when he lectures at 
SAC the next two weeks. 


One of the most controversial topics of today is 

the existence of UFO’s and the forces that control 
them. Brian Scott, one of the nation’s most 
important ‘‘contactees of the forces from above” 
will speak at SAC Nov. 9 and 16 in the Faculty 
Study above the Don Bookstore from 8 p.m.-10 
p.m. 
The story began in 1971 for Scott, as told by his 
close friend and personal assistant, Jim Frazier. 
Scott started seeing ‘‘bright orange balls” giving 
off strange bright light and electromagnetic waves 
constantly around him. They were in his 
apartment flying for months, and he was totally 
confused and scared about the experiences that 
were happening, related Frazier. 

The experiences, having been reported to 
Garden Grove Police Department and numerous 
UFO organizations were then looked into by Scott. 

Frazier went on, ‘‘A Hollywood sound studio 
monitored Brians’ apartment for these 
electromagnetic waves, and succeeded in finding 
large forms of abnormal waves. 

Angered one day, Scott struck one of these balls 
and it struck back according to Frazier, knocking 
Scott unconscious. He was taken to an Anaheim 
hospital, where he underwent Hypnotic taping 
sessions and testing. It was found that Scott's lO 
had become enormous, his brain had broadened 
immensely and had learned ‘‘to respond to 
thought,”’ Frazier said. 

Continual testing and counseling from major 
UFO organizations found that Scott’s new-found 
knowledge could be put to use in architecture and 
“advanced design engineering ‘‘as if he’d been a 
designed all his life,’” continued Frazier. 

The major function of Scott's newly acquired 
mind is an assignment by these organizations to 
design four pyramids, all in proportion to those 
developed by the ancient Incas back at the 
beginning of civilization.

Summer Readiness aids students 
in acclimating to SAC routine

Forty students are happier, more comfortable at 
SAC, more friendly, and somewhat richer -- all 
because of a littlhe-known program called 
“Summer Readiness.” 

Dr. John West, dean of Special Services, 
worked hard to promote the three-unit class for a 
select group of EOPS (Extended Opportunity 
Programs and Services) students, according to 
program coordinator Ida Rotcher. 

Seventeen of the participating students sent a 
letter of thanks to West and Rotcher after 
completing the class. In the letter they outlined the 
special benefits they gained, and emphasized 
gratitude to West. 

Rotcher said, ‘The course purpose was to 
promote attitudes that lead to effective 
functioning at the college level, familiarize 
students with services and facilities, expose them 
to those experiences that will enrich social 
awareness and appreciation, enhance self- 
awareness and aid learning skills.” 


Seven of the beneficiaries of the special six- 
week class related their experiences. 

Margarita Perez, 18, said her counselor at 
Saddleback High School told her about Summer 
Readiness. ‘I loved it -- they taught us to take 
notes, to study, and how to be better listeners. We 
were also told to ‘study the teachers’ to find out 
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what kind of person he or she is. Best of all, we 
were paid $2.50 per hour to attend, as well as 
earning three college units,’’ she said. 

Georgina Sotelo, 17, said, ‘| met 40 new people, 
learned what courses to take, and coming to 
college turned out to be no problem for me 


reunion in December. We've all come to be good 
friends.” 

Alma Ortiz, 18, said, “They taught us the 
importance of planning for the future. Every 
Tuesday and Thursday we had recreation -- 
badminton and volleyball -- and had trophies. We 
voted a trophy to our Vietnamese student.” 

Renee Todd, 18, agreed with the others in 
assessing the value of the course. ‘| liked 
everything about it,”’ she said. “They should have 
it every Summer.” 

Sergio Sanchez, 19, liked the group sessions, 
the field trip to the L.A. Museum of Natural History 
and the sports. 

Lynn Jones, 18, revealed that West supplied 
books on study skills free to the students. ‘‘We 
learned to get the main point of what we-read,”’ 
she said. 

Gina Gutierrez, 19, said, “They told us 
everything we needed to know, so | made the 
transition from high school to college easily.” 

All seven agreed the objectives of “Summer 
Readiness” had been fulfilled, and all felt it should 
be offered every year.

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Communications class aids understanding; 
Students learn to express inner feelings

Some say that man is set apart from animals by his ability to 
reason and make projections from evaluations. Others say that one 
single ability distinguishes man from the other earthly creatures -- 
the ability to communicate. 

Communications instructor Clarissa ‘‘Tish’’ Whitney holds 
somewhat, to the latter theory, but says, ‘We learn to talk, but we 
don't necessarily learn how to communicate. People really need to 
understand communication theory to communicate correctly and 
effectively.” 


Communication theory is but one of the areas covered in 
Whitney's Communications 101 class. Theory says that people 
come from different backgrounds, have had varying upbringing, 
education and religious instruction, thus will talk and interpret from 
their own frames of reference, which will not necessarily be 
understood by the persons listening. 

There is a difference between elementary education and 
upbringing and learning communication -skills, according to the 
instructor. ‘In Communications class you are taught how to think 
instead of what to think, and how to express what you think orally,”’ 
she said. 


In the class, students are also exposed to listening techniques, 
problem-solving methods and howto participate effectively in group 
discussions. Whitney said that listening is not a passive, but an 
active occupation. ‘‘Of the approximate 70 per cent of our day as 
adults spent in some form of verbal communication, 45 per cent is 
spent in listening,’’ Whitney said in the textbook, Let’s Talk, which 
she wrote with co-authors Sathre and Olson. 


Listening is active because the listener is involved in trying to 
decode the message he receives from the sender (speaker), based 
on his own “‘field of experience,’ which includes his background, 
likes, dislikes, education, etc. This will differ from that of the sender, 
making listening more difficult. 

Whitney said, “Though many may not know it, listening is not 
agreement. So often because we disagree with what someone says, 
we shut off our ears and refuse to listen .. . but that refusal is a 
serious block to communication.” 


At this point do you think that this is all propaganda? Well, 
consider what Whitney's students said about the communication 
class in a recent questionairre: 

“It makes the individual aware of his or her communication 
needs.’ 


“You can’t get along without communication skills and techniques. © 

“It helps the individual understand self and others.” 

‘It applies in all areas of experience.” 

‘You need to know how to communicate for the rest of your life.”’ 

“It is the only class that teaches you the importance of 
interpersonal relationships and how to obtain them.” 

Of the students surveyed, 94 per cent said that the 
Communications class should be required. Whitney capped the 
essence of the student comments, saying, ‘The greatest need in the 
educational system is to teach students not only to care for others, 
but how to care and show it... and we teach this in the 
communication Class.”
